CURRENT STATUS OF THE BILLBOARD PROJECT? 

Mr. Buddy Politt of Creative Displays, a 
billboard holding company located in Tuscaloosa, has 
been in discussion with our President Sims and the 
writer, and is interested in helping us to an extent 


that some of the high costs may be defrayed. Mr. 
Politt now has all the tools in his hands and will 
inform us on costs we will have to bear for 
preparation of the posters. We hope to get the 
billboards on a public service basis by scheduling our 
displays in January, February and March when boards 
are not in heavy use. Posters would be put in the 
hands of college reps for transmittal as desired to the 
billboard company local to each college. Use 
schedules will be determined by local availabilities. 

A statewide television spot campaign in 
conjunction with a radio spot campaign like last 
year’s is planned to coordinate with the billboard 
showings.

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APPRECIATION FOR SALARY INCREASES 

On behalf of the men and women employed at Alabama's 
twenty public junior colleges, the Alabama Junior and Community 
College Association takes this opportunity to express appreciation 
for the recent salary increases. The pay hikes ranging from about 10 
percent upward will soon be showing up in the pay checks of all 
personnel. 

Particular appreciation is due the Alabama Legislature which 
made the raises possible by providing the necessary additional funds; 
to the State Board of Education; the State Superintendent of 
Education and his staff for their part in working with the Legislature 
in ironing out the many details; and to the Presidents of the public 
junior colleges for their unrelenting support of an equitable salary 
increase for all personnel. 

LEGISLATIVE APPROPRIATIONS UP 14 PERCENT 

After a long, hot summer die Alabama State Legislature in its 
overall educational appropriations bill provided $33,050,000 for 
public junior colleges for the 1977-78 fiscal year. This compares to 
$29,050,000 for 1976-77 for an increase of 14 percent. Substantial 
salary increases provided for by legislative act consumed the major 
portion of the additional money. It is hoped the Legislature will 
continue its support after the turn of the year by providing much 
needed additional operating funds for items other than salaries. 
Operating monies are becoming more important as utilities increase 
and inflation has its effect in the purchase of materials, supplies and 
services. Many of die original buildings on die campuses are in need 
of funds for catch-up maintenance also. 

CONVENTION PROGRAM PLANNING 

The Executive Committee met at the Hyatt House last month 
with primary and secondary interest group chairpersons. The major 
portion of the day was taken up in planning and coordinating 
programs among the various interest groups. By the end of the 
meeting plans were taking shape veiy nicely. It is encouraging to note 
the quality of the programs as evidenced by the resource people for 
whom arrangements are being made. Commission and Interest Group 
Chairpersons will be giving concentrated attention to finalizing their 
programs between now and the end of the year. 

It is also heartening to note that a special issue of the 
Newsletter, under the able leadership of Charlie Cobb, will be 
published well ahead of the convention which will give descriptions 
ot each program so that AJCCA members will have ample 
opportunity to preselect the in-service programs they wish to attend. 
We hope this issue will also heighten the membership’s interest in the 
convention and motivate everyone to be present at the convention.

ACHE to Review 
College Programs 

The State Board of Education adopted a 
resolution August 30, 1977, concerning approval of 
new degree, diploma, or certificate programs in 
junior, community, and technical colleges. The 
resolution recognizes the Alabama Commission on 
Higher Education’s statutory responsibility for 
reviewing all new units oi instruction, research, or 
public service to be offered by any State 
post-secondary institution. 

\ The new approval procedures, developed jointly 
bv the ACHE staff and the Postsecondary Division, 
involve ACHE staff review and Commission action 
and independent review by the Program Section of 
the Postsecondary Division. Final approval or 
disapproval of a program is the responsibility of the 
State Board of Education. The object of this 
improved coordination between the State Board of 
Education and the Alabama Commission on Higher 
Education is the maintenance of quality and 
avoidance of needless program duplication. Tne major 
criteria for evaluating proposals will be need, demand, 
and adequacy of resources, within the context of the 
role and scope of the applying institution. 

Six Months and Counting 

If estimated attendance at the in-service training 
sessions at next year’s convention is any guide, then 
the attendance goal of 1500 set earlier this year will 
be exceeded by a healthy margin.
